The United States Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA),
Region 10, Oversight Inspection Report for Chemical Processors, 
Inc., was conducted April 9, 1985. USEPA been requested that 
the Department of Ecology issue proper enforcement action 
against this facility. (See attachment).

Chemical Processors, Inc. is in violation of WAC 173-303.
Areas specifically needing attention are as follows;

-060 The facility has been handling WT02 wastes for
the past two years without notifying the 
department with a revised Notification Form 2 or 
a revised Part A application.

-610 The facility needs to update the Closure Plan to
bring the costs up to date. This is an annual 
requirement.

-300 The facility needs to update the waste analysis
plan. The plan should have specific ways of 
determining what wastes are received and the 
associated test protocols or quality control 
procedures for verification.

I am recommending that an Administrative Order be issued to 
Chemical Processors, Inc., Pier 91 Facility , Seattle,
Washington.
